But when I arrived at Georgia, 1 
found fo many Objects of Charity, beſides the Or- 
phans among the poor People's Children, that I re- 
ſolved in this, as well as in all other Reſpects, to imi- 
tate Profeſſor Frank, and make a Provition for their 
Maintenance alſo. 

Two of the Orphan Boys were put out Ap rentices, 
juſt before I left Savgnnah; one to a Brickſayer, an- 
other bound to a Carpenter; a third is to be bound to ö 

> tlie Surgeon belonging to the Orphan-Houſe ; ; one. 
,» weaves in a Loom at home; two I put to a Taylor 1 
brought over, and the reſt are now fitting themſelves 
to be uſeful to the Common- wealth. Whoever among 
them appear to be ſanctified, and have a good natu-

I have now 49 Children under my Care, 23 Engliſb, 


10 Scots, 4 Dutch, 5 French, 75 Americans. Twenty two of 


theſe are Fatherleſs and Motherleſs, 16 Boys and 6 Girls. 
The others are ſome of them Fatherleſs, and ſome 
without Mothers; all Objects of Charity, except three, 

/ -whoſe Friends recompenſe the Orphan-Houſe for their 
Maintenance. One of the Orphans is an Infant. I 
pay four Shillings per Week for nurſing it. Since De- 
cember laſt, we have had above 18 more Children 
that have been maintained occaſionally, to aſſiſt their 


Parents, and been diſmiſſed when they were wanted at 


home. | 


The Account which I find Mr. Seward has given of 


our Oeconomy, has in a great Meaſure prevented my 
doing it as I intended. Let it ſuffice to inform our 


Benefactors, that tho? the Children are taught to la- 


bour for the Meat which periſheth, yet they are con- 
tinually reminded to ſeek frft the Kingdom of God 
and his Righteouſneſs, and then to depend upon God's 


Bleſſing on their honeſt Endeavours for having Food 


and Raiment added unto them. This Precept of our 


Lord, I intend, when the Houſe is finiſhed, to have 


written over againſt the Entrance in at the great Door. 
As my Deſign: in founding the Orphan-Houſe was 


to build up Souls for God, I endeavour to preach moſt 


of all to the Children's Hearts. But that they may be 
able to give a Reaſon of the Hope that is in them, I 
conſtantly inſtruc them out of the Church bf England's 


Articles, which J turn into catechetical Queſtions. 
I am often pleaſed to hear how judiciouſly ſome will 
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anſwer to the Queſtions put to them. The Power of 
God has been frequently viſible among the Children. 


Many of the Girls ſeem to be tender-hearted. Seve- 
ral of the Boys have been under ſtrong Convictions. 


And tho? it ſometimes ſeems buried, yet I cannot but. 
think the Seed of Grace is ſown in ſome of their Hearts. 
We are now all removed to Betheſda, We live in 


the Outhouſes at preſent ; but in leſs than two Months, 


the great Houſe will be finiſhed fo as to receive the: | 


whole Family. 


It is now weather-boarded and ſhingled, and a Pi- 


azza of 10 Foot wide built all around it; which will. 
be wonderfully convenient in the Heat of Summer. 


One Part of the Houſe would have been intirely finiſn- 


ed, had not the Spaniards lately taken from us a. 
Schooner loaded with ten thouſand Bricks, and a great 


deal of Proviſion, with one of our Family. And 


therefore, I could not till very lately procure another 
Boat to fetch Brick from Charleſtown. S. 


Notwithſtanding this, and many other Hindrances, 


the Work has been carried on with great Succeſs and 
Speed. There are no leſs than 4 framed Houſes, a 
large Stable and Cart-houſe, beſide the great Houſe. 


In that there will be, I think, 16 commodious Rooms, 


beſides a large Cellar of 60 Foot long and 40 wide. 
Near 20 Acres of Land are cleared round about it, 


and a large Road made from Savannah to the Orphan- 
Houſe, 12 Miles in Length; a Thing not before done 


ſince the Province has been ſettled. | .
